DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . New corrected drawings are required in this application because hand 
drawn/pencil sketches are not acceptable for examination. Applicant is advised to 
employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

The Applicant uses the term BIN. Where applicant acts as his or her own lexicographer 
to specifically define a term of a claim contrary to its ordinary meaning, the written 
description must clearly redefine the claim term and set forth the uncommon definition 
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so as to put one reasonably skilled in the art on notice that the applicant intended to so 
redefine that claim term. Process Control Corp. v. HydReclaim Corp., 190 F.3d 1350, 
1357, 52 USPQ2d 1029, 1033 (Fed. Cir. 1999). The term "BIN" appears to have 
different meanings throughout the Specification and the Claims, i.e. bank identification 
number, pseudo account identification number, and service provider identification 
number. The definition of BIN requires further clarification. 

The Examiner could not find the support in the Specifications for the claims. The 
Examiner requests that the Applicant detail out by page number and line numbers, the 
areas of the Specifications that support the claims limitations. The terms second 
account number, second authorization request, and second acquirer code requires 
further clarification and support. 

It appears the Applicant uses different terms for the same entity, i.e. user, 
acquirer, etc. Clarification and uniformity throughout the Specification and claims is 
required. 

It appears that the Applicant changes the definition of the "issuer", i.e. credit card 
company, an issuer of said second number, etc . Clarification and uniformity throughout 
the Specification and claims is required. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. 
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5. US 6,263,446 B1 Kausik et al. METHOD AND APPARATUS FOR SECURE 
DISTRIBUTION OF AUTHENTICATION CREDENTIALS TO ROAMING USERS. 
Discloses the use of second tier encryption to hide the original credential. 

6. US 6,105,012A Chang et al. SECURITY SYSTEM AND METHOD FOR 
FINANCIAL INSTITUTION SERVER AND CLIENT WEB BROWSER. Teaches the use 
of encryption and second tier identification hiding the user's account number and the 
details of the transaction. 

7. US 6,078,902A Schenkler SYSTEM FOR TRANSACTION OVER 
COMMUNICATION NETWORK. Discloses third party encryption and validation 
checking hiding the user's identification.
